All of the grade 6, 7 and 8 stu- 
dents of Wilmington will attend 
either the West Intermediate 
School or the North Intermediate 
School this year.

The First 365 Days 


(A WRITTEN REPORT BY TM 
HENNEBERGER TO THE BOARD 
OF SELECTMEN, DURING THE 
PAST WEEKEND) 


I thought it desirable that I 
might give a status report on some 
of what has taken place in the 
past year and perhaps point out 
where we, might hope to go in 
the future. 

Neither the Town Manager nor 
the Board of Selectmen can single 
out accomplishments attributable 
to him or them alone, as they 
might well be: attributed to the 
Town as a. whole during their ad- 
ministration, In the past year, 
however, we were successful in 
getting an affirmative vote from 
the town’s people to accomplish 
a complete tax equity reapprai- 
sal, We were able to provide 
funds to havea tax title special- 
ist work on our hundreds and 
hundreds ‘of tax title properties, 
and we were able to have a sale 
of tax title properties which has 
been long overdue, 

To provide greater information 
about the activities in the Town, 
the Town Manager instituted 
Monthly Departmental Reports to 
keep the, Board of Selectmen in- 
formed, and has assigned the re- 
sponsibility to the department 
heads for providing « liaison link 
of information between the vari- 
ous boards and commissions and 
the Town Manager, _ Department 
Head luncheons were started; and 
Citizen Complaint forms insti- 
tuted, 

In the area of personnel, we 
have begun a program designed 
to develop subordinates. Efforts 
will be made to provide the proper 
training which is now so essential 
to prepare subordinates to assume 
more responsibility as some of 
our present employees retire, In 
the past year we were successful 
in recruiting @ new Assessor, 
Town Engineer and Building In- 
Spector, The integrity of the pre- 
Sent Compensation Plan was main- 
tained and with ari affirmative yote 
of the tdwn’s people a system of 
longevity was superimposed for the 
benefit of town employees, Of- 
fice procedural manuals were re- 
quired and prepared. During the 
year the Police complement was 
increased by two men, and with 
the rearrangement and scheduling 
of the Fire Department personnel, 
there was a more effective use 
of manpower achieved during crit- 
ical hours, A new composite 
personnel record keeping sheet 
was instituted which eliminates 
three other forms which were 
not accurately maintained, ‘The 
new forms are designed to keep 
cumulative records of vacation 
and sick leave, Pre-employment 
medical examinations forms were 
prepared and required, 

Revised procedures and use of 
forms has greatly improved pur- 
chasing practices eliminating wide 
Spread abuses, Further, constant 
insistance to adhere to sound 
principles of good purchasing by 
department heads will bring con- 
tinurd improvement. ll depart- 
ments were required to conduct 


d maintain annual inventories. 
re new fire truck was delivered 
and the department’s emergency 
apparatus evaluated causing the 
sale of two and an ot result 
ft reduc! insurance costs. 

. bh righ of industrial de- 
velopment, we are at the threshold 
of greater accomplishment, Anew 
industrial brochure was prepared 
and distributed, There was a 
greater degree of cooperation be- 
tween the Town Manager and the 
Chamber of Commerce and the De- 
partment of Commerce and De- 
velopment as it relates to attract 
ing industry, We have had zoning 
changes to accommodate one new 
industrial sub-division off of Con- 
cord and I-93, and have worked 
with and assisted the development 
of another industrial sub-division 
off of I-93 between West and Wo- 
burn Street, In addition to this, 
the town’s people saw fit to ap- 
prove the Wilmington Redevelop- 
ment Authority which shail as- 
semble additional industrial prop- 
erties adjacent to rail facilities 
and should become an attractive 
parcel of property to industry. 

Enforcement has long been an 
area of relative inactivity, What 
are the reasons and what can be 
done about it is the area currently 
under investigation, discovering 
the handicaps of enforcement and 
how to improve it. The Town 
Counsel {s assisting in this area 
to update and revise all traffic 
regulations and to determine the 
means by which teeth can be put 
in the enforcement of building and 
zoning by-laws. An addition of 
a housing code here would be an 
assistance in the overall improve- 
ment of our community, The Build- 
ing By-Laws were adopted and 
published, 

The Town Hall had an interfor 
face lifting, with new flooring, 
equipment, and rearrangement, 
The Hiller House office was ac- 
quired for use by the Planning 
Board, and we are availing our- 
Selves to the industrial contri- 
bution for the purpose of planning, 
and a ‘701’ comprehensive plan is 
about to be begun, There is still 
room for improvement in our 
Planning for the expenditure of 
capital outlay for major physical 
improvements, 

In the area of public works, 
there is still much more to be 
done, and little improvements have 
been made in comparison to the 
Job which 1s still necessary to be 
done. During the last year we 
acquired a new front-end loader, 
a street sweeper, and the Wal- 
ter’s Snow Fighter. The subject 
of bridges has been studied and 
Testudied, and no conclusions or 
Plans formulated, Recognition of 
the poor quality of our street 
lighting program has caused an in- 
crease in the appropriation and 
ordered major improvements on 
our most traveled thoroughfares, 
The sidewalk program has had 
difficulty getting underway, be- 
cause of problems of land takings; 
but an effort will be made to 
Put this program back on a pro-

other streets is essential, There 
is @ great need to adopt a new 
criteria for street betterments to 
permit the installation of an ac- 
ceptable street in many ar 
where they are now almost non 
existent, which would be of a 
maintenance benefit to the Town 
as well as an attractive asset 
to adjacent property owners, 

To date there has been no ac- 
ceptance of my ideas about an 
area where much greater attention 
needs to be exerted, namely, a 
general clean up campaign to make 
Wilmington a more attractive com- 
munity in which to live. In this 
area we need to continue to ex- 
ert greater efforts towards the 
elimination of sub-standard struc- 
tures, Thoughts should be given 
to eliminating paper streets mak- 
ing it necessary to re-sub-divide 
under modern standards, Route 
38 has been resurfaced and curbed, 
We need greater effort from the 
Chamber of Commerce to pave 
business parking lots and main- 
tain better the appearance of this 
thoroughfare through town, It 
still is desirable to appoint a 
committee for a Wilmington chap- 
ter of Keep America Beautiful, 
They can work on subjects such 
as junk cars, refuse collection, 
beautification projects, stray dogs, 
etc. The Town is at present 
working towards the acquisition 
of a Town dump site, but even 
without municipal refuse collec- 
tion, a by-law requiring mandatory 
refuse collection would be desir- 
able. An effort should be made 
to determine whether or not we 
can stop building on paper streets 
and prevent the extension of water 
betterments unless street better- 
ments are made in conjunction, 

Effort was made in two areas 
of recreation, namely, to expand 
the town beach and to install new 
tennis courts, Both ofthese failed. 
It would be my recommendation 
that greater effort be expended to 
have recreation facilities included 
in the original construction of 
Schools and coordinate school sites 
into various recreation programs, 

Many water systems improve- 
ments havé been constructed in 
the past year, “We have put into 
operation a new well in the Town 
Park and have constructed ex- 
cellent pumping facilities on Shaw- 
Sheen, off Butters Row, and off 
Aldrich Road, We have made 
looped water main extensions to 
existing standpipes and have put _ 
the Town in excellent shape for 
the coming years as far as water

Selectmen’s Meeting 


A mystery developed in the Sei- 

ectmen’s meeting Monday night, 

What has become of the signed 
agreement, undated but about six 
years old, on the purchase of 
Ainsworth Road, from Bob Evans? 

Selectman Jim Miceli brought up 
at the close of themeeting, his op- 
position to the town fulfilling the 
agreement. He said he had been 
through the files and had not been 
able to find a signed copy. There 
were unsigned copies available - 
but signed copies - No. 

Miceli had a second point, the 
legality of using town funds from 
the highway department capital 
outlay, for work on the road, 

The road was accepted by the 
Town in the March 1961 Town 
Meeting, with an agreement that 
the town would pay Mr Evans $i000 
for the old Salem- Lowell RR Bed, 
He had paid the Boston & Maine 
RR this sum of money, previously. 
The town put in water, under bet- 
terments, and has been using it 
ever since as a highway, but Mr. 
Evans has never been paldhis mo- 
ney, and he still has the deed, 

The Chairman, Lloyd Bender, 
told Miceli that when he was elected 
two years ago Ainsworth Road was 
one of the places into which he 
did some searching. He had seen 
the signed agreement, he sald, It 
had been signed by four selectmen 
and the then Town Manager, 

Bender was just as interested 
‘as Micell was, about the fact that 
no copy seemed to be in the Town 
Hall, of the signed agreement. He 
instructed the Selectmen’s Clerk 
to try to find the copy. 

Former Finance Committeeman 
George Boylen, who was present, 
commented that he thought the ex- 
penditure of funds for Ainsworth 
Road was leagal, but added that he 
could not understand how it could 
be an accepted road when the town 
did not own It, Bender told Boy- 
len that Mr Evans had left the 
deed in the Town Hall, for awhile, 
but then took it back when the town 
did not pay him for the road, 

Mrs Drew’s comment was that 
she wanted to see the town open 

‘up the road to the town’s property, 
which is at the end of a curved 
section, at the end of the road, 
The town’s agreement, she sald, 
was to make that property, owned 
by the town, and zoned for indus- 
try, available for use, At the 
present time it is ‘landlocked’, 


Town Meeting 

The board decided to hold the 
Special Town Meeting of October 
First in the High School Aualtor- 
ium, rather than in the High School 
Gymnasium, 

Lack of available funds for seat 
rental for the gymnasium dictated 
the decision. At the special Town

On June Ist the Reading Municipal Light Department put into effect a 
revised rate schedule which reduces the billings to 14,500 of our customers in 
Reading, Wilmington, Lynnfield Center and North Reading by an average of 10 per 
cent.

Ed Note: Reader Buck, who was 
one of the first subscribers to the 
Town Crier, must have missed an 
issue or two, 

It was approximately ten years 
ago when the Walker School site 
was first suggested ds the site for 
the library, and a.sketch was pre- 
pared showing the Police Station, 
a library and a town hall, all side 
by side, 

This proposal was lost sight of 
when a later Selectman thought 
that the site of old St, Thomas 
Church was better and convinced 
a lot of people to this effect, 

Investigations by Planner Sam 
Snow, during the past winter, while 
Mr Buck was haying his annual va~ 
cation in Florida, showed that there 
was not enough room on the old 
St, Thomas site for a library ade~ 
quate for Wilmington’s needs, 

Mr Snow recommended (a) the 
‘secret’ site (khown to most of 
Wilmington’s residents, but un- 
named because it is private pro- 
perty, and (b) the Walker School 
site, where there is, he said, 
enough room for both a library and 
a town hall, after the Walker School 
is *phased out”. 

Snow’s third site was the Rotary 
Park, which, it seems, no one 
wants, at least in the thinking of 
today.” 

The School Committee is reluc- 
tant to ‘phase out’ the Walker 
School, but has indicated that this 
might happen in 1968 if there are 
sufficient other school buildings in 
Wilmington, 

The Town Crier has suggested 
that if the people of Wilmingtonare 
in a real hurry the library, or part 
of it, could be built before the Wal- 
ker “School is phased out, and then 
completed after the school is de- 
stroyed, 

The Town Crier agrees with Mr. 
Buck that there is no real sense of 
urgency. The publisher of the Town 
Crier has been using the library for 
half a century now, and can wait 
a year or two more,

BE ACCEPTED IN THE 
OCTOBER TOWN MEETING 


A list of the streets which, it is 
proposed, will be accepted in the 
Town Meeting of October First 
was read in both the Selectmen’s 
Meeting and the Planning Board 
Meeting this week, 

Town Engineer Arthur Harding, 
Tuesday “night, told the Planning 
Board that all nine of the streets 
named were parts of sub-divisions 
which had been accepted by the 
Planning Board, 

He also suggested, and the Plan- 
ning Board accepted, that thename 
of Barbara Avenue, in the former 
Signore Estates, be changed to 
Catherine Avenue at the time of 
acceptance, a power that the Plan- 
ning Board has at that time. Bar- 
bara Avenue and Catherine Avenue 
are in fact one street which meet 
end to end at Anthony Avenue, 

Streets to be accepted are: An- 
thony Avenue, Arlene Avenue, Ca- 
therine Avenue (including Barbara 
Avenue), Frederick Drive, Grace 
Drive, Gunderson Road, Marie 
Drive, Melody Lane and Wilton 
Drive, 

The Town Engineer recommend- 
ed that Manning Street and Moore 
Street should be excluded from 
acceptance at the October Town 
Meeting, in order to obtain addi- 
tlonal releases from land owners 
for additional width of the streets, 
which may be desirable in the fu- 
ture, 

He recommended that Wedge- 
wood Road, which leads off Moore 
Street, be not accepted until Moore 
Street is, as it would become a 
public way with access only over 
a private way, 

Redwood Street, the Town En 
ginner said, should not be ac- 
cepted at this time because it is a 
Part of a sub-division not released 
by the Planning Board, 

School Street, he said, is already 
@ public way, He had insufficient 
information as to why it was pro- 
posed for acceptance, 

Waltham Street, off Middlesex 
Ave, in No, Wilmington, should be 
deferred for action in the annual 
Town Meeting.
